It alleged that whole- 
sale peculation had been practised in the workhouse ; that there had been 
fearful waste of stores; that immorality prevailed; that all kinds of irre- 
gularities had been permitted, and that the master and matron were wholly 
unfit for the position they held. There was a long debate upon the report. 
Eventually it was adopted, and ihe master and matron were dismissed. 


The fourteenth annual dinner of the London Association of 
Foremen Engineers took place, last Saturday evening, at the Freemasons’ 
Tavern—Mr. E. J. Reed, Chief Constructor of the Navy, in the chair. 
Among the guests at the principal table were numerous representatives of 
large engincering establishments, In proposing the toast of the evening, the 
chairman explained that the sole objects of the association were the diffusion 
of scientific knowledge among its members and the provision of pecuniary 
nid in old age. He was happy to be able to congratulate the company on the 
rapid progress which the society is making. Subscriptions amounting to 
100 guineas were made to the superannuation fund of the association. 


A conference of gentlemen representing various Chambers 
of Commerce throughout the United Kingdom and some of the consular 
authorities in London took place, on Tuesday evening, as to the 
advisability of establishing in this country a uniformity of measures, 
weights, and coins, Sir J. Bowring, who presided, declared that the 
question had assumed so much public importance, and the value of the 
metric system had become so generally acknowledged, that the time had 
arrived when the representatives of the various countries interested should 
confer te gether for the purpose of having the system universally adopted. 
After an interesting discussion, resolutions were passed testifying to the great 
value of the metric system and adopting measures calculated to have it 
generally established in the United Kingdom,

The annual conference of the Association of the Chambers 
of Commerce of the United Was opened, on Tuesday, at the West- 
pit the sitting being continued on Wednesday and 

Thureday. Mr, 8, 8. 4, of Birmingham, presided. There was a con- 
siderable muster of delegates, including several members of Parliament. 
The report of the committee for the past reviewed at considerable 
length the various questions that had affected, or were likely to affect, the 
trade, commerce, finances of the country, and suggested measures cal- 
culated to foster and improve the interests of commerce. Thirty-four 
members of the House of Commons bad become honorary members of the 
aseociation. Reference was then made to the past year having been ren- 
dcred memorable by a fearful and prolonged monetary crisis and by numerous 
terrible failares. In conclusion, it was stated that a variety of subjects 
interesting to those immediately engaged in commerce had had the com- 
mittee’s attention. The chairman, in moving the of the report, 


remarked with satisfaction upon its contents, There had not, he said, been 
one instance of recession from the ranks of the association for the last six 
years, Altogether, there were thirty-two chambers of commerce associated 
together, reprerenting every department of trade and commerce, Mr. West, 
of Hull, seconded the adoption of the report, which wascarried. The several 
subjects ret down for discussion were then brought on, the first being the 








bankruptcy laws, in reference to which notices of motion had been given by 
several of the delegates. Afterwards, the question of setting up tribunals of 
commerce was discussed, as was also the registration of partnerships, courts 
of arbitration for masters and servants, and in all cases decisions, which for 
the most part were unanimous, were come to.——At their conference, on 
Wednesday, among other business done, a resolution was passed advising the 
appointment of a special committee to inquire into the working of the Bank 
Charter Act, The metric system of weights and measures was not regarded 
favourably by a majority of the members. A resolution in favour of the 
system was proposed; but an amendment, declaring it inexpedient to 
adopt the system at present, was carried. The annual dinner took 
place in the evening, at the Westminster Palace Hotel. Mr. Sampson 
L. Lloyd, the president, occupied the chair. Among those present 
were :—Sir Morton Peto, M.P.; Mr. Roebuck, M.P.; Mr, Egerton, M.P., 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs; Colonel Crossland, M.P.; Colonel 
Akroyd, M.P.; Mr. Berkeley, M.P.; Mr. Scholefield, M.P.; Mr, Norwood, 
M.P.; and Lientenant-Colonel C. Stuart, M.P.—-The Right Hon. Sir 
Stafford Northcote, on Thursday afternoon, received a deputation from the 
conference to draw attention to the foreign tariffs having especial reference 
to the Austrian treaty, to complain of the unsatisfactory state of the patent 
law, and to make suggestions affecting the e and commerce of the 
country. The President of the Board of Trade detailed the negotiations 
respecting the Austrian treaty, which gave evident satisfaction to the depu- 
tation, and stated that the Government y had under consideration some 
of the questions to which bis attention had been drawn. 








LAW AND POLICE, 





The Scotsman states that Lord Glencorse will succeed the 
Right Hon. Duncan M‘Neill as Lord Justice-General of Scotland ; and that 
though the Lord-Advocate may, by right of custom, claim the highest office 
in the Court of Session for himsel, Mr. Paton will waive his claim, and take 
the lord justice-clerkship. Mr. E. 8. Gordon, Solicitor-General, will be the 
new Lord-Advocate. 


At the anniversary meeting of the Juridical Society last 
week—Sir Patrick Colquhoun in the chair—Lord Westbury was unanimously 
elected president for the ensuing year. Mr. Charles Clark was re-elected 
treasurer, with the hearty thanks of the society for his efficient services. 
Messrs. George Sweet, R. Lindley, D. Jones, erick Harrison, E. Webster, 
and J, Westlake were electe¢ to the council in place of the members retiring. 
Mesers. F. Vaughan Hawkins and Vincent Thompson were appointed 
auditors. The chairman delivered an address on the prospects and objects of 
the society, and reviewed with some minuteness the papers published by it 
in the past year, which he considered reflected credit upon the society. 


The case of Mr. John Orrell Lever came before the Court of 
Bankruptcy on Thursday week. The bankrupt was once well known as 
member for Galway, in which capacity he took an active part in procuring 
from the Government of the day a subsidy for the Galway Transatlantic 
steamers. He is described on the proceedings as a general mt, of Cannon- 
street. He was adjudicated bankrupt on the petition of Mr. Barlow, for- 
merly a clerk of the bankrupt. He had previously executed a deed of 
inepectorship, but it was not carried through. Mr. Linklater, for the 
assignees, asked for an adjournment for six weeks. The bankrupt stated 
that an arrangement was in progress whereby he hoped to pay his creditors 
20s. in the pound and take the proceedings out of court. 


In the Court of Queen’s Bench, on Monday, Mr. Calthorpe, 
an extensive farmer in Lincolnshire, obtained a verdict against the Great 
Eastern Railway Company, with £7000 damages, for a serious injury sustained 
while travellin g on the company’s line. 


Colonel Nelson and Lieutenant Brand were, on Tuesday, 
re-examined at Bow-street, on the charge of illegally pucting to death Mr. G, 
W. Gordon, of Jamaica, and were again remanded until to-day (Saturday). 


Charles Millington, a needle-manufacturer, of Studley, was 
committed for trial by the Lord Mayor, last Saturday, on a charge of forgery. 


A prolonged inquiry at Ely into charges brought against 
Dr. Henry Pearson, a physician of about twenty years’ standing in that town, 
for poisoning two horses, the property of Mr. G, S. Hall, a solicitor, resulted 
on Saturday last in the committal of the accused for trial. 


The Master of the Rolls had before him on Thursday the 
matter of Gale’s Protected Gunpowder Company (Limited). Two petitions 
having been presented for an order to wind up this company, the case came 
before the Court a few days ago, when his Lordship said that before calling 
on petitioner's counsel to reply he would read the evidence, and the case was 
ordered to stand over till Thursday. His Lordship said he was satisfied by 
the evidence that the company could not successfully carry on business, and 
the usual winding-up order would be granted. 


The Lord Chancellor gave judgment on Wednesday in the 
long-pending case of “Colonel Knox, M.P., v. Gye,” on an appeal. The 
plaintiff brought the suit to recover £5000 from Mr. Gye, lessee of the Italian 
Opera House, advanced sixteen years ago, and £6000, a moiety of the value of 
the share Mr. Thistlethwayte had in the undertaking left by will to plaintiff 
and defendant. The Vice-Chancellor held that the defendant ought to render 
an account of the profits down to the time it ceased to be carried on at the 
Lyceum Theatre, to see whether there was any fund out of which it could be 
repaid. But the Lord Chancellor was of opinion that the account ought not 
to be carried beyond the destruction of Govent Garden Theatre by fire, and 
that, as to Thistlethwayte’s share, the claim was barred by the Statute of 
Limitations, 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 


The will of the Hon, Charlotte Selina Hobart, late of 
Langdown, Southampton, was proved in the London Court, on the 7th inst., 
by her sone, Robert Henry Hobart and George Bertie Benjamin Hobart, Esqrs., 
the joint acting executors. The personalty was sworn under £2000. The 
testatrix married, in 1824, the Hon. and Very Rev. Henry Lewis Hobart, 
D.D., Dean of Windsor, youngest son of the third Earl of Buckinghamshire, 
who died in 1846. The testatrix died Jan. 12, 1867, having executed her will 
Nov. 2, 1866. She leaves ber estate at Dibden to her second son, George ; 
and her residence of Langdown House and land, and all other land, to her 
eldest som, Robert ; and also leaves to her eldest son her wreath of diamonds 
and diamond ring, and bequeaths the rest of her jewellery to her daughter 
Louisa Charlotte, There are a few other specific bequests to her family, and 
annuities to her two daughters. The residue of her property she divides 
equally between her two sons and two daughters. 


The will of the Rev, Godfrey Harry Arkwright, M.A., of 
Sutton Scarsdale, Derbyshire, was proved in London, on the 1!th inst., by 
the executors, John Knight Fitzherbert and Henry Edward Pellew, the 
brothers-in-law, and M, Forster Mills, Esq., of Duckmanton Lodge, Derby. 
They are also, together with Mrs. Arkwright, appointed the guardians of his 
children, The personalty was sworn under £300,000, The will is dated 
Nov. 14, and a codicil Dec. 6, 1866 ; and the testator died on Dec. i7, at the 
age of fifty-two.

The personalty was sworn £80,000, 
The testator was Justice of the Peace for Cheshire and Lancashire thirty- 
four years, and for a long period chairman of the Stockport Petty Sessional 
division.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

A CERTAIN King—so runs the classic story—sent to the Seven Wise 
Men of Greece a lamb, with the request that they would return the 
best and the worst parts; and, says Erasmus, in his quaint treatise 
“ De Lingua,” these wise men sent back but one part, and that was 
the tongue. Since that time, my affectionate young friends, how 
many thousand people have proved the wisdom of the anecdote? To 
be sure, if a goose had been sent instead of a lamb, and if the quill 
had been used instead of the stylus or pencil, a feather from the 
wing might have symbolised a little instrument of poison and 
danger, for “ many that wear rapiers have been afraid of goosequills ; 
but, on the whole, the tongue is at once the best and worst part of 
us animals—lambs or geese.” It gets a man into many 
a serape; and when a sufficient quantity of brains neatly 
covered by a horsehair wig is above it, it gets him out of it. Will Mr. 
Disraeli’s tongue prove his best or his worst part on Monday night ? 
Before the reading of the resolutions, although the secret was well 
kept, the news had been told us that there was to be “no bill ;” but 
now the rumour is that a wide and efficient bill will astonish the 
Liberals on Monday night. It will be well if it be so. Rumour also 
says that Mr. Robert Lowe will lead an attack against the Govern- 
ment sharp and incisive, if there be no sufficient measure; while 
Bright will hurl the thunders of his invective, and Gladstone throw 
down their intrenchments with his cutting logic and stern eloquence 
of fact. Altogether, the situation is as interesting as it well can 
be. “There will come a time,” said young Vivian Grey, “ when 
the House shall listen to me,” Well, the time has come. Let us 
trust that it will listen to something more than empty words. 
Should it do so, the present Government will be safe. 

The “skeer” in Kerry has turned out almost as shadowless a 
failure as that Fenian invasion of Chester, in which some of the low- 
priced papers affect not to believe. They may, however, safely do 
so. Fifteen hundred men, well armed with soveleen, told off in com- 
panies of forty each, and ready to make themselves master of 9009 
stand of arms, are a serious menace to any Government; and only 
the ready and resolute behaviour of the Chesterians, who, being on the 
spot, actually did believe in the possibility of attack, prevented very 
serious consequences. The matter was well planned ; aud, next to a 
success, sO quiet and, to them, harmless a failure was the most lucky 
thing that could happen. Pro-Fenian Irishmen are loud in their praises 
of him who led and failed, and yet lost not a man. It is curious that 
the demonstration in London and that at Chester should have taken 
place on the same day; and it is also to be noted that, if we have 
the inevitable informer with us, these conspirators with the antique 
name have also their friends in our police, through whom they know 
all adverse movements, And so we play a game of chess, with 1000 
to 1 on the Government. I have been told by the son of an Irish 
magistrate that he is awaking to the fact that he and his fellows 
have, through their recommendation, caused many a fine Fenian— 
long, strong, and healthy—to enter the London police ; and in that 
respectable force which guards our kitchens and (as they say at the 
Victoria) “our ’omes and ’earths” there are at least 5) Fenians, 
devoted to the Irish republic ! 

There are two bills now before the House of Commons of the beat 
kind of domestic legislation. One is that for the proper supervision 
of labourers’ dwellings, introduced by Mr. M‘Cullagh Torreas, who is 
backed by the suggestions and instructions of the Society of Arts; 
and the other is one on Sunday trading, brought in by Mr. Thomas 
Hughes, of Lambeth. Both these bills, the latter especially, spring 
from suggestions of working men and their friends; both will 
deal practically with evils of which their framers are practically 
cognisant ; and if they become law they will do quietly as much or 
more good than the new Reform Bill, with all its noisy demonstra- 
tions, can do. For the working man, at home and in the street, when 
he wants to get a bit of quiet to meditate and to rest, is at presen’ 
surrounded with a foul and seething crowd. On Sunday mornings 
decent thought is bawled ont of him by yelling hucksters eager for 
the cheating fray, and wholesome prayer is shattered to a thousand 
ag by the strident turmoil of the streets, “ You may sell,” said 

r. Hughes, ay | ‘ perishable articles’ in these Sunday markets; 
but when I went down there the first thing offered me was a pair of 
bull-pups, the second an iron bedstead.” These are not the only 
working men’s bills emanating from working men. There is one in 
preparation which prays for the entire closing of the public-house 
during Sunday. 

In the private room of the British Museum, where the Barberini 
vase, that noblest specimen of Roman work, is to be seen in its 
shattered state, alas ! there is also to be found the Blacas collection 
of cameos and intaglios, perhaps in many respects the very finest in 
the world, for which the British Government io given £45,009. All 
one can here say is that a very careful inspection will prove it to be 
avery great bargain. Some of the gems are, like the vase above 
spoken of, really beyond price, and almost all prove the Grecia 
and Roman artists to have been marvellous workmen. There is 
bride’s troussean in silver chased in répoussé, with a monogram ot 
the names of the husband and wife. Besides their portraits, there are 
silver ornaments for the horses of the bridal chariot; fibula, neck- 
laces, and the whole mundies muliebris, about which they seem to 
have made as much fuss eighteen hundred years ago as they do 
now. Included in this purchase are some wonderful Ktruscan vases 
of great size and beauty, which may be seen by the public; and th> 
weeny and rings will shortly be duly arranged and properly 
ebown, 

If report speak the trath—which, on the whole, is very unlikely— 
the Society for the Abolition of Punishment of Death will have to 
close its labours and put an end to its mild existence; for it is said 
that her Majesty is determined henceforward to use her Royal pre- 
rogative and to allow no criminal to be executed. There are some 
of us who will regret this exercise of —e and who are of the 
opinion of his Imperial Majesty of France, who is willing to abolish 
the punishment of death, only on the condition that Messieurs the 
assassins first set the example ! 

The Diamond Necklace—is “a small romance from no brain net- 
work of mine or any other foolish man’s” says Carlyle, “but aa 
actual portion of History (with a big H) of that mystic, spirit-wovea 
web from the Loom of Time.” ‘These sentences are enough to in- 
terest anyone, indeed, were not the whole story full of mystery, and 
evidently in want of plain and circumstantial telling, such as Carlyle 
on us not. For his “ Diamond Necklace,” in fifty-one pages, leaves 
the simple reader in a mystic fog, in which the Dame Lamotte, 
Cagliostro, Rohan, and other phantoms flit in no way translucently. 
Mr. Henry Vizetelly, for some time a resident in Paris, has, however, 
taken up the subject con amore, and gives us two volumes of the 
history and a drawing of the ornament itself; another such plan, 
said to be the original, is extant at a large West-End jeweller’s. The 
book cannot fail to be interesting—indeed, a most entrancing work 
on “ Historic Jewels” might be done. We may fairly echo Carlyle’s 
wish about this—* That, lifted up to the science of Universal Hi " 
it may hang there like the smallest Diamond Constellation, visible 
without a telescope—as long as it can.”

THE TOP-SPINNER, 
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THE LATE M, INGRES. 


In our Obituary notices for the 
week after the death, on the 4th 
ult., at Paris, of M. Ingres, at the 
advanced age of eighty-five, we 
gave the leading facts of the 
great painter's career. We now 
propose, therefore, merely to add 
a few observations and particulars 
by way of filling in our sketch. 

Not only, then, was M. Ingres 
one of the most eminent and 
famous painters of recent times 
and the patriarch of French art, 
but he was one of the most repre- 
sentative men of the present 
century. Though the very anti- 
podes of our own Turner, the 
value of his works was far 
more fiercely contested, At a 
time when the battle between 
Greek and Goth, the classicists 
and romanticists, raged in France 
more furiously than it has ever 
been fought in this country, the 
pictures of Ingres were accepted 
on both sides as the very incarna- 
tion of the antique spirit; whilst 
the works of Delacroix were re- 
garded as scarcely less typical of 
opposite and modern ideas, Hence 

e genius of no artist of our time 
has Teen more disputed, attacked, 
and even denied; and yet none 
has gained more ardent defenders 
or won wider admiration, amount- 
ing, in fact, to reverence. The 
doctrine to which Ingres was 
pledged—nay, almost religiously 
devoted —was the paramount 
importance in art of design, in the 
highest sense. This principle he 
maintained with stoical inflexi- 
bility, and in practice even to the 
neglect of colouring. So deeply, 
however, did the painter feel the 
bitter criticisms of some of his 
compatriots, that he was often 
tempted to decline exhibiting his 
works, and these assaults doubt- 
less considerably retarded his 
return to France from Italy, Never- 
theless, success followed success 
till his crowning triumph was 
achieved, when a large gallery of 
the French exposition of 1855 was 
filled exclusively with the master's 
works. Of late years his posi- 
tion was rarely assailed; his 
fame became European ; he lived 
to enjoy the ample fortune he had 
80 bravely won; he was happy in 
his union with a young and 
amiable wife, and he worked up to 
nearly the very day of his death 
upon a picture for the approaching 
universal exhibition. He died at 
last literally full of years and 
honours.

been fixed for last Thursday (the 21st) taken place, it is not 
impossible that some new light might have been accorded to

curious situation has produced its effect upon Mr. Gladstone 
as well as upon everybody else, and the meeting has been 
postponed until Tuesday—that is to say, until there shall be 
something tangible to discuss, No doubt this change was 
brought about the Liberal leaders sat down to 
consider what they should ‘say to their supporters, 
and when the notes for the speeches presented nothing 
that had not already been said in the House, Various 
attempts have been made, with the most admirable 
courtesy—for which courtesy the speakers have been savagely 
vilified by the more rabid organs of Radicalism—to induce Mr. 
Disraeli to anticipate his promised explanations; bat the 
answer has been “a statue's smile, a statue's silence.” Mr 
Gladstone, however, has felt that it was required of him to 
say something, lest the absence of all kind of protest should 
hereafter be adroitly interpreted into assent to the course of 
Ministers. He dwelt, on Monday evening, upon the earnest 
desire which animates the whole community for the imme- 
diate settlement of the question, and avowed a readiness to 
co-operate with the Government to that end. In spite of his 
own strong opinion that the proceeding by resolutions was 
“not expedient,” he repeated that he would not, on general 
grounds, oppose that plan. 

Mr, Disraeli had, perhaps not unfairly, ad luced as a reason 
for binding the whole House to a reform scheme the possi- 
bility that the Liberal tactics of 1859 might be repeated on

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‘tthe present occasion, Earl Russell's coarse and discourteous 
menace to the Earl of Derby, whom he warned against 
trickery and shuffling, would be thought by most persons to 
justify Mr. Disraeli in reviving unkind memories; but the 
subject is too grave a one to permit statesmen to indulge 
much in recrimination and personality. Earl Russell has 
shown, by no means for the first time, much of the 
senile spitefulness which may be pardoned in age, 
but which does not increase any little sympathy that 
may be felt for a party leader who is apprehensive 
of losing his lead on a favourite question. But Earl 
Russell does not represent the Liberals in the Commons ; 
and Mr, Gladstone gave the Ministers his assurance that, 
whatever they might think of the tactics of 1859, the time 
for such manceuvres has gone by. It was on June 10, 1859, 
that the Derby Cabinet (formed in February, 1858) was 
thrown out by a vote of want of confidence, carriel by 
thirteen ; but it was in the previous March that the Earl 
of Derby’s Reform Bill was rejected, by thirty-nine. 
We doubt whether a calm examination ‘ef the debates 
of the period will lead anyone to the conviction that 
the course of the Liberals at that time was open to any 
more serious objection than attaches to all party movements, 
They disliked the Government, of course, and having sufficient 
strength to overthrow it on a bill which, with many good 
points, had some great blemishes, they availed themselves of 
their power and resumed office. Upon the various con- 
trivances by which they led up to this result men will judge 
according to their political sympathies; but a cool observer 
will not find any very remarkable difference between the 
tactics complained of and those which ejected the 
last Cabinet. However, Mr. Gladstone authoritatively 
declares that this is not the style of fighting now to 
be adopted, and he is a man of the highest honour, We own, 
we must confess, that, if there is to be any fighting at all, we 
do not see how it is to be managed without recourse to the 
ordinary tricks of fence ; and it will need the inspiration of 
Moliére’s plebeian swordsman to invent an amicable system 
for the exchange of harmless thrusts, All that Mr. Gladstone 
means, probably, is that, though the resolution process is “un- 
precedented” (as we previously ventured to assert that it was, 
in despite of elaborated argument) and undesirable, he will try 
to mould the resolutions into a basis for a good reform bill, 
But even this undertaking must be subject to the opinion 
which the Liberals may form of the policy of Ministers when 
it shall have been at length revealed. 

The bebaviour of the House of Commons on this trying 
occasion is a noble answer to the slander and ribaldry which 
have been showered upon Parliament by contemptible agi- 
tators outside, The House has admirably represented the 
sound sense and fine temper characteristic of the English 
nation, The crisis has been irritating, and even friends of the 
Government freely express their opinion that the conduct of 
the chief has not been politic; yet, in the House, there has 
been no haste, no violence, no party outbreak, The Commons 
abide their time, and will not be moved by insolent dicta- 
tion from without to advance a single step, except 
decorously and in accordance with rule, This fort- 
night would have tended to raise that great council 
in the estimation of the nation, if that estimation had not 
already been too high to be disturbed one way or the other 
by the events of the hour. But it is fit that the wise and 
Constitutional bearing of the Commons should be noted. 
Little favour will be shown by the nation for any scheme of 
reform which shall menace a system of representation that 
gives us such men—we speak of all parties alike—~and the 
dignified course of the House of Commons may well sting mere 
demagogues to ludicrous frenzy, They see that the House is 
going to settle the Reform question in its own time and its 
own way, and that the nation is with its representatives, 
They sree that no injustice will be done to the 
class which honourably aspires to a share in the fran- 
chise, but that the door will be sternly barred in the 
face of the class to which demagoguism, scorned and 
slighted by the best portion of the artisans, can alone appeal 
with its vulgar cant and wilful ignorance of the working of 
our institutions, That the rage of the hack agitators should 
be excited by the attitude of the House is a splendid testimony 
to the conduct of the latter; and we have no doubt that 
though a struggle is coming on, and the best energies on both 
sides will be exerted to the utmost, the mode in which tha 
warfare will be carried on will still further vindicate the claim 
of the House of Commons to the implicit confidence of a noble 
nation,

THE VICEROY OF EGYPT AND THE ORDER OF 
THE BATH. 

THE ceremony of investing his Highness Ismail Pacha, Viceroy of 
Egypt, with the grand cross of the Order of the Bath was_per- 
formed at the Abbasieh Palace, at Cairo, on the 30th ult., by Vice- 
Admiral the Right Hon. Lord Clarence Paget, the special Envoy and 
Commissioner for that purpose. He was accompanied by Captain 
E. A. Inglefield, R.N., commanding the Prince Consort, Captain 
Stanhope, Captain Wake, and other naval officers of the Medi- 
terranean fleet, all in full uniform; the Arethusa, Endymion, and 
Ocean having formed the squadron of honour sent to Alexandria. 
They were introduced by Colonel Stanton, C.B., the resident Consul- 
General and diplomatic agent of this country in Egypt. In their 
approach to the Abbasieh Palace, which stands in the desert outside 
the Bahr el Nasr Gate of Cairo, their carriages passed through long 
lines of lancers and other soldiery. Having entered the palace, they 
were ushered into the grand hal), where they found the Viceroy, 
with his courtiers, ministers, and great officers of State, all dressed 
in European costume, except the fez, which a Mohammedan will 
never consent to exchange for our stiff black hat. His Highness wore 
a coat richly embroidered with gold, and a diamond-hilted sword, but 
no other decorations. The officers and courtiers formed two large 
crescents around the central group, composed of the Viceroy, witn 
his Staff, and Lord Clarence Paget, with Colonel Stantoa and the 
three captains bearing the insignia of the Order of the Bath on 
velvet cushions, while Captain foglefield was appointed to read the 
Queen’s warrant, The Rev. Dr. Stoddart, Chaplain of H.M.S. Victoria, 
wasalso present. Lord Clarence Paget having addressed the Viceroy 
in an appropriate speech, to which his Highness replied in Arabic, 
the red ribbon of the order was placed over the right shoulder of 
Ismael Pacha, and the ceremony was concluded, It was followed by 
a grand review of 15,000 troops on the plain outside the palace. 

We are indebted for a sketch of this scene to the pencil of Captain 
Inglefield, who has on former occasions, during the Crimean War, and 
particularly at the attack on the Russian forts at Kinbura, favoured 
us with similar contributions. 

In the foreground is the dromedary corps trotting past and f»llow- 
ing the train of artillery, composed of twenty-four guns; while 
filing away in the distance are the lancers and regiments of the 
line. The men of the dromedary corps wear a picturesque 
Bedouin dress, which contrasts with the blue coats and red tr users 
of the other mounted troops, as the wild music of the Arab war cry, 
chanted or sung in chorus, is no less suggestive of Eastern romance. 

After the review, Colonel Stanion entertained Lord Clarence Paget 
and the other gentlemen of his party at dinner at the Residency. 
His Lordship did not confine his visit to Cairo, but went to Suez on 
the following day and inspected the harbour works there. Oa 
returning to Alexandria he was present at a dinner given ia his 
honour, in the name of the Viceroy, by the Minister of Marine, afcer 
which there was a ball given by the English residents, Oa the 
invitation of M. de Lesseps, the Admiral paid a visit to the works of 
the Isthmus Canal, from Port Said as far ds Ismailia. Hetold M. 
Lesseps that he wished by this inspection to give a proof of the 
intercst he felt in the enterprise so ably directed by him, and a: the 
same time to demonstrate publicly that there was no such thing asa 
national jealousy about it on the part of England, This excursion 
of Lord Clarence Paget is a decided success, and has produceia good 
feeling in Egypt towards the British Government. 








“A STREET IN CAIRO.” 

Tue water-colour drawing we have engraved is one of the exteasive 
and admirable series made by Herr Hildebrandt during his joursey 
round the world, a series we have reviewed at len and the second 
portion of which is now being exhibited in Pall-mall, In the 
original of our Engraving there is a very striking effect of light and 
shade, which we have endeavoured to reproduce—of sunligh: iu its 
full yellow afternoon glare, and of shade made more intense by 
contrast, and rendered with something of Rembrandtesque feeling 
and power. Another distinguishing merit of the drawing is the 
truth of its aerial perspective—the more noteworthy on accouat of the 
perfect clearness of the atmosphere. The impression of recession in the 
vista of houses and groups of figures is almost illusive. Recarring to 
thechiaroscuro of the view, we need scarcely remark that shade nas 
far other than simply pictorial ve'ue in such a climate as that of 
Egypt, where recourse is had to every device for securing shelter 
from the fierce sunlight ; where ophthalmia is the most prevaleat 
and dreaded disease, rendering many blind, and affecting, more or 
less, one out of six of the eatire population (though probably pro- 
duced rather by transitions from extreme dryness to the damp of the 
Nile, or of nightfall, or of the watered streets, than = glare and 
heat); and where in the cities the streets are almost always built 
much narrower than in the view before us for the express purpose of 
affording protection from the sun's rays. In fact, the streets 
generally are so narrow as seldom to admit carriages without great 
inconvenience to foot passengers, From the citadel to the gates they 
may pass without difficulty, but not in the by-streets. In con- 
sequence of the contiguity of the houses and Cairene mode of build- 
ing—each story projecting beyond that immediately below it—two 
persons may shake hands across many of the streets from the upper 
windows, This narrowness of the streets is, however, common to 
most towns in hot climates, having everywhere for its object 
greater coolness. The awnings over the shops in our view are, of 
course, provided for the same purpose; and the light wooden con- 
etruction over head, spanning the street from house to house, 
was evidently intended to serve as a sereen, not as a bridge, 
which it might at first sight appear to be, resembling those 
often seen connecting portions of our large manufactories, &c. We 
are not aware what is the exact locality represented; but, seeing 
the comparative ab sence of Arab characteristics in the architecture, 
it is in «il likelihood a view in the Frank or Oopt quarter of the 
Egyptian capital, More than this, we feel safe, from the very un- 
wel width of the st reet, in identifying it as the large one described 
by Sir Gardner Wilkinson, which “rans out of the Frank quarter, 
or Mdskee, and falls at right angles into that running from the 
Ghorévth to the Khan Khaleel, It was made in the latter part of 
Mohammed Ali's rule, and is much larger than any other in Cairo, 
being about thirty-two feet broad; and, though the heat is much felt 
in walking through it in hot weather, it is no doubt beneficial! to have 
this great opening amid the small unaired alleys of the Jews’ quar:er, 
which it traverses.” Therefore, although strikingly picturesq xe in 
other respects, this particular street is not very peculiarly reprosen- 
tative of the great “ victorious” city of Saladin and the Oalip.s, the 
most thoroughly Oriental of all Eastern towns, the city of 400 m3 y2¢3 
and countless minarets, many of them the more beauteous in ruins, 
the grand museum of Saracenic art and architecture, the city 
whence, probably, through the Moors in Sicily, Gothic derivod its 
moet distinctive feature—the pointed arch,

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMEN 


INTERROGATION was, for several days, the main feature of pro- 
ceedings in both Houses, Fenianism being the anxious subject with 
both Lords and Commons; while the representatives of the people 
have been really most impertinently curious as to how the Govern- 
ment is about to guide them in reforming themselves, The hero of 
the Commons in regard to Fenianism has still, of course, been the 
decidedly unheroic Mr. Walpole, who has been modulating his voice 
through all the gamut of what he believes to be pathos in sound, 
It was a little hard on the Home Secretary so soon after he had dis- 
posed of the Irish insurgents at Chester that in another and more 
remote part of the realm under his jurisdiction a second raid should 
follow so closely on the first; but the war chief, in spite of 
himself, whose pensive tendencies of mi fit him so much 
better for sitting amongst the hierarchy of the Ecclesiastical 
Commission, and assessing the large expenditure on Bishops’ 
palaces, and adding sixpences to the stipends of hard-working 
Curates, rather than in dealing with the strategy mnecessar 
to meet even a rough-and-tumble Irish outbreak i i 
the occasion. For whereas,in the Chester case, his ideas culminated 
in the notion of sending a battalion of the Guards to the spot, this 
time even a brighter conception flashed upon him, and that was to 
dispatch Lord Naas in person to Dublin as being the likeliest way of 
extinguishing a rebellion in Kerry. Imagine the effect on the fifty 
or sixty rioters who managed to shoot at, but not to kill, a mounted 
policeman, and who were by no means able to intimidate a solitary 
coastguardsman, when they heard of that formidable addition to the 
executive force in Ireland! Possibly the rumour that Lord Naas 
was coming may have hsdits due effect, for the rebellion(?) was 
practically over before the Irish Secretary could bring his terrors 
pertonally to bear from the bureaux of the Castle; but that did not 
diminish Mr. Walpole’s proud sense of his fertility in expedients 
to meet the emergency, as indicated by the loftiness of his manner 
when he made the t ng announcement of Lord Naas’s departure 
to the House. 

Nothing in Mr. Disraeli’s demeanour when he was parrying the 
persistent attempts to extract from him the heart of his Reform 
mystery was calculated to induce the pity for him which mauy 
persons must have involuntarily felt. There is a notion that he is 
able only in attack; but it is quite certain that he has evinced 
qualities in conducting defence for which he may not have had 
credit. Pestered—there is no other word—by demands from such 
tritons amongst the minnows of his own followers as to details of 
intentions as Lord Robert Montagu and Mr. Sclater-Booth ; 
absolutely asked by the former if he meant honestly to bring in a 
Reform Bill; receiving a direct shot from his flank from such a 
sage grave Conservative (who has been left out of the third 
Derby Governme as Mr. Henry Baillie, who threatens 
one of his supposed pet resolutions; overwhelmed with the 
lollypop compliments of Mr. Ayrton, who, trying to be sweetly 
persuasive, assured him that he might trust the House if he gave 
himself up entirely to their hands; threatened with a solemn mare’s- 
pest motion from Mr. Kinglake ; and promised an abstract, crotchety 
addition to his scheme by Mr. Stuart Mill—he has preserved his 
equanimity, has resisted importunity with gentle courtesy, has neither 

ned nor defied, and if he did fall into a certain circumlocutory in- 
istinctness of diction, why, it was no more than the ordinary rhetorical 
device to which those who have to defend a somewhat untenable 
case invariably resort. It is, however, possible that his chief strength 
in adhering to his reticence in regard to the sort of franchise he means 
to propose was his being in the position of having nostory to tell. How 
could he utter what hedid not know? In fact, the reasonable suppo- 
sition seems to be that, as he was the only member of the Cabinet 
who had made up his mind on the subject of interrogation ; and, as 
he cnly hoped to get his colleagues to come to some decision on the 
following Saturday at the earliest, why, his reticence was in- 
voluntary. Probably the House found this out at last, and there- 
fore agreed to give him the time he asked, in order to prepare him- 
self for a burst of unfettered revelation. In all these giadiatorial 
skirmishes Mr. Gladstone has come ont admirably. His mode of 
preceeding left nothing to be desired ; his manner of speaking was 
conciliatory, though firm and impressive, and in all that he has done 
be has shown that he has gone into severe training for leadership ; 
the first fruits of which are apparent in the fact that he is now 
absolutely capable of “ waiting.” Now, if there was one faculty in 
which he was wanting, and which he never displayed more painfully 
than last Session, it was that of patience. He always seemed to think 
that he was to ride on the whirlwind and direct the storm with super- 
natural rapidity, and any obstruction was treated with a scorn and 
a contemptuous surprise which caused his own friends to resent a 
demeanour which indicated a desire to drive rather than to lead them. 
As it is now, Mr. Gladstone is almost dignified—a characteristic 
which it was hardly expected that he would acquire. Sweet are the 
uses of adversity; and if a short time on the Opposition benches 
works such a change as is apparently going on in Mr. Gladstone's 
mode and manner of dealing with the Honse, why, his premiership 
may be approximated by months, instead of the two years which the 
political prophets have given him. 

In one or two acts of finance Mr. Disraeli has been doing his work 
well, While explaining his alterations in the sugar duties (he left 
the dog duty to the Secretary of the Treasury) there was little to be 
desired ; but it was when he came to the vote for the purchase of the 
Blacas Collection that he was almost unctuously eloquent. The 
subject-matter being gems, and the transaction to be described 
being a bargain, there was a pleasant spontaneity about him; and 
it is very much to be doubted if he will feel as much pleasure in 
summing up some day his services in settling the question of 
Reform as he did in recounting how dextrously, and in how brief 
a time, the French Government had been outbid in the purchase of 
a collection in which, as a man of taste, he evidently takes a 
personal delight. 

Though tolerably industrious, the House of Commons has not 
been fecund in that animation out of which features are born, Even 
Mr. Bernal Osborne has been forced and ineffective in one or two jeur- 
desprit which he has adventured ; even solemn Lord John Manners 
rather trumping him when he replied to Mr. Osborne’s more or less 
jocose question as to whether the lady visitors to the House could 
not be better ventilated, that that was too grave and delicate a 
question to be answered offhand, On his return from his brief cam- 
paign in Ireland, Lord Naas modestly assumed by implication his 
share of the merit of the suppression of the cothecal, and afterwards 
delivered himself of his Land Tenure bills, which somehow or the 
other one fancied smacked of an alteration in their principle, bet ween 
the Friday on which the Chief Secretary rushed to the front in de- 
fence of his country and the Tuesday when he propounded them to the 
House, It may be that the influence of the waves betwixt Holyhead 
and Dublin operated metaphysically as well as physically, and his 
mood was more tender than it otherwise would have been when he 
was considering whether he could not get a remedy for Fenianism 
indirectly out of his bills. 

There was a great triumph, in the abstract, for Mr. Seely one 
night; for he absolutely established his monster case against the 
Admiralty, eo far, at least, as the pleading guilty generally to the 
indictment and promising to come up for judgment when called 
upon by Sir John Pakington is concerned. But there was probably 
something unsatisfactory, too, in the result to Mr. Seely. In point 
of fact, he has been deprived of his grievance. Nothing in the 
whole category of losses can be compared to such a de- 
privation. It is said of Gonzales de Cordova that he 
refused to barter a grievance he essed, against a grand 
duchy, with the King of Spain; but Mr. Seely has been 
manceuvred out of his; his mission has departed, his occupation 
gone, and this in the second week of the Session.

One was for a sum of £45,721, for the purchase of the Blacas collection of 
coins and antiquities for the British Museum. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer moved the vote, and dwelt on the great value of the collection, 
which he spoke of as containing the finest gems in the world. Mr. Gladstone 
supported it, and, after a few words from Mr. Gregory, it was agreed to. 

But on the next estimate, which was for £165,309, which comprised several 
items, including £50,006 to meet payments required for the English depart 
ment of the forthcoming Universal Exhibition at Paris, Mr. Childers objected 
to supplementary Estimates being brought up; and Mr. Gladstone followed 
this up hy remarking that if supplementery Estimates were allowed the 
House would lose all control of the finances. Mr. Hunt explained that the 
reason for bringing up these supplementary estimates was on account of a 
new system of audit having been established this year. Mr. Ayrton then 
moved that the item for the Paris Exhibition be postponed until further in- 
formation was given with regard to it; but, on the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer assuring the Committee that there were no papers on that subject, 
the amendment was withdrawn and the vote agreed to. 

The remaining estimate, which was £101,300 for the Anglo-Chinese flotilla, 
was also agreed to, after a slight opposition from Col. Sykes and Mr. Baxter. 
TRADES UNIONS. 

The second reading of the Trades Unions Bill, which was moved by Mr. 
Walpole, led to a lengthened debate, of which the scope of the proposed 
inquiry by commission, the propriety of delegating to one and the same body 
an investigation into the judicial and the politico-economical parta of the 
question, and the composition of the proposed commission, were the staple. 
The principal speakers were Mr. Watkin, Mr. Goschen, Mr. Roebuck, Mr. 
Osborne, and Mr. Walpole.

IMPROVEMENT OF LAND IN IRELAND. 

Lord Naas, in moving for leave to bring in a bill to promote the improve- 
ment of land by cccupying tenants in Ireland, gave a sketch of the many pre 
vious attempts which had been made to improve the relations between land- 
lord and tenant in that country, observing that the failure of those attempts 
was not attributable to any indisposition on the part of the House 
to deal with the subject, but to the enormous difficulties which we 
inherent in it. The grievances complained of were, that if the 
tenantry made improvements at their own expense, and were evicted 
from their holdings before they had reaped the fruits of their outlay, 
there was no machinery for enabling them to receive compensation. This, it 
was argued, tended to discourage industry, to render the land anprodactive, 
and to engender negligence and want of exertion on the part of the tillers of 
the soil. The measure which he proposed was founded upon the principle 
of the Land Improvement Acts, which was that if a reputed owner borrowed 
money and laid it out on his land, and it turned out afterwards that he was 
not the real owner, the land would still be charged with the loan, no matter 
to whom it might belong. The improvements contemplated by the bill were

A considerable time was occupied in the discussion of the Elinbargh 
Annuity Tax Abolition Bill, introduced by Mr. M‘Laren, and explained by 
him to be intended to extinguish gradually the rate substituted by the Act 
of 1860 for the old ministers’ money, and for the reduction of the number of 
ministers from thirteen to ten. The bill was opposed by Sir J. Fergasson, 
on behalf of the Government, on the ground that it was an unnecessary dis 
turbance of the settiement of 1860, which he showed had worked well; by 
Mr. Moncrieff, Mr. Miller, and Mr. C. Brace; and was supported by Mr. 

On a division it was throwa 
out by 107 to 74, 

Mr. Russell Gurney, in moving the second reading of his Criminal Justice 
Bill, explained that its main objects were to enable Jadges, in all cases where 
a charge had been originally dismissed by a magistrate, and the prosecutor 
had persisted in geing before a grand jury, to fix the expenses of the accused 
on the prosecutor if they should be of opinion that the charge was unfounde! ; 
and to provide for the attendance and payment of witnesses necessary for the 
defence of prisoners, at the discretion of the Judge. The bill was read a 
second time, after some remarks from Mr. Hurst and Mr. Denman. 

Mr. Bernal Osborne made a gallant attempt to get a pledge from Lord Joha 
Manners that the Ladies’ Gallery should be improved. Mr. Osborne wante! 
the brase railings in front of the gallery removed, bat that, his Lordship 
said, was too delicate a matter to be dealt with offhand, He would do all he 
could to improve the ventilation.

_ THE HABEAS CORPUS SUSPENSION ACT IN IRELAND. 

Lord Naas, in moving the second reading of the Habeas Corpus Suspension 
Bill, redeemed the promise he gave on the previous day to state in detail the 
circumstances which, in the judgment of the Government, rendered the 
treasure necestary. He justified the insertion in the Queen's Speech of 
the paragragh announcing the intention of the Executive not to 
ask for a renewal of those exceptional powers on the expiration 
of the Act of last year by the fact that Fenianism in Ireland was 
then to all appearances extinct. But the truth was, that the leaders 
in the movement had carried on their plots in foreign countries, and every- 
where except in Ireland itself. Consequently it had been impossible to 
cbtain any certain information relative to their designs. Late events, with 
which the public were familiar, however, had shown that the conspiracy had 
again reared its head, and that the danger had not diminished. He owned 
that it was with reluctance that he undertook the disagreeable duty of pro- 
posing the suspension of the ordinary law. That reluctance was not de- 
creased when he found himself called upon to enforce the powers which the 
Act conferred ; and it was with equal reluctance, if not loathing, that he had 
row to perform the irksome duty of proposing a continuance of those powers. 
The noble Lord then described the proceedings of the Fenian agents and 
their recruits, and gave the history of the events which culminated in the 
recent foolish rising in Kerry. So far as he could learn, he was happy to 
say that there was no sympathy on the part of the rural population with a 
conspiracy which some persons had represented as being very widespread. He 
did not mean to say there was not a great deal of ontent in Ireland; 
but it was a noteworthy fact that of the 752 rsons arrested under 
the Lord Lieutenant's warrant, in 1866, for participation in the Fenian move- 
ment, only thirty-five were farmers, twenty farmers’ sons, and twenty-nine 
national schoolmasters, The Government did not require a renewal of their 
present powers for a period longer than was absolutely necessary ; and, in 
order that Parliament might during this Session have an opportunity of 
Ceciding whether their further continuance was advisable, the bill proposed 
tbat the Act sbonld be renewed for three months oniy. 

Sir G. Grey supported the bill, and observed that he could not doubt for a 
moment that the Chief Secretary was perfectly justified in asking 
the House not to deprive the Government of powers which alone enabled them 
to deal with the Fenian conspiracy and maintain the peace of the country. 
In saying this, he could not help adding the expression of his regret that 
there should be people, whether in or out of Ireland, who, after the experience 
of the last twelve months, could be so wicked as to keep up this agitation, 
and inflict the greatest of evils, a feeling of general insecurity and the pre- 
vention of those measures which were requisite for the real improvement of 
the country. He was sure the whcle House would sincerely rejoice if at the 
end of three months the conviction was forced upon the minds of the con- 
spirators that they had not the slightest chance of success, and the Chief 

tary was in a position to assure the House, on the responsibility of the 
Government, that there was no longer any necessity for the continuance of 
thoee extraordinary powers. 

Mr. Bagwell did not object to the bill; but, in conferring such powers 
upon the Executive, the House was bound to require an assurance that when 
persons were arrested under the Lord Lieutenant's warrant upon mere 
suspicion they should not be treated as convicted criminals. 

After some observations from Mr. Blake, 

Major Knox complained of the only b it did not go far 
exorgh, and that it did not p to continue the powers lodged in the 
hands of the Government for twelve months instead of three. Turning then 
towards Mr. Bright, he uttered the e ion of a hope that that hon. 
gentleman would not go roaming about land again, exciting expectations 
in the minds of the people that would never be realised. 

Mr. Bright immediately rose, and said he declined to notice any opinion 
which the gallant Major might entertain respecting him, his words, or his 
deeds. He was astonished to find that there was any member in the House 
who could defend the arrest of persons upon mere suspicion, and 
their being treated as convicted criminals were treated in this country. 
Parliament could never intend that such punishment should be inflicted upon 
the persons who were arrested under this Act. It was not the custom in 
England to visit upon men who had never been tried the severity which re- 
commended itself to the sense of justice of the hon. member. If anything 
had given general satisfaction to House on this sad occasion it was the 
statement of the Chief Secre’ that the Act was to be in force for three 
tmonths only, and that he ho; to be able, at the expiration of that time, to 
assure the House that it was no longer . Until he had heard the 
language of the hon, member, be would not have believed there was in the 
House & single person who could utter a sentiment so atrociots. 

Mr. O'Beirne and Mr, Ken inued the di ion, bat not the least 
opposition was offered to the bill, which was then read a second time, and 
ordered to be committed to-morrow, when the standing orders would be sus- 
pended for the purpose of passing the measure through its remaining stage. 

THE METROPOLITAN POOR BILL, 

On the motion for the second reading of this bill, 

_ Viscount Enfield approved of the bill, as far as it went, and offered sugges- 
tions to improve the details, amongst which was that for providing additional 
buildings, and that the principle of the equalisation of the rates should be 
carried out more fully. He did not want to abolish local acts altogether ;

CHURCH AND UNIVERSITIES, 





On Tuesday morning the Bishop of London began his annual 
series of confirmations at St. Gabriel's Church, Pimlico, and at Holy Trinity 
Church, Paddington. 


An anonymous donation of £1000 has been received by the 
Curates’ Augmentation Fund. The Earl of Durham, the Bishops of St. 
David's and Sodor and Man, and the Dean of Durham, have been elected vice- 
presidents of the fund. 


Emmanuel Church, Liverpool, erected from the designs of 
Mr. Grayson, architect, at the sole cost (£14,000) of Mr. T. D. Anderson, was 
consecrated yesterday week by the Bishop of Chester, who preache1l, Bishop 
Anéerson also being present. 


The Archbishop of Armagh, acting under a commission from 
the Bishop of London, on Tuesday morning consecrated a church for the 
new eccleciastieal district which has been created out of the parish of Poplar, 
and which will henceforth be known as that of St. Matthew. The church 
iteelf is not a new one. It is to be restored at a cost of about £3000; but the 
consecration service was performed on Tuesday. The Bishop of London has 
nominated to the incumbency of the new church the Rev. John Fenwick 
Kitto, M.A., of St. Alban Hall, Oxford, late Curate of St. Pancras. 


A deputation from the National Club waited, on Tuesday, 
upon the Archbishop of Canterbury and presented his Grace with an address 
protesting against Ritualism. The Archbishop, in the course of his reply, 
said be had no doubt the object of many of those who favourel ultra- 
ritualism was to obliterate in the formularies and worship of the Caurch 
every trace of the Reformation. In all such cases the strongest pressure 
ovght to be brought to bear, provided nothing was done to interfere with 
that legitimate latitude which is permitted in the ordering of the services of 
the Church. His Grace, on the other hand, censured those who by in- 
tentional omission, neglect, or laxity, bad offended in the other direction. 
He hoped the action of Convocation would tend to the restoration of 
harmony. 

The Incorporated Society for Promoting the Enlargement, 
Puilding, and Repairing of Churches and Chapels held its monthly meeting at 
No. 7, Whitehall, on Monday—the Archbishop of Canterbury in the chair. 
Grants of money, amounting to £1020, were made in aid of the following 
objects :—Building new churches: At Babbicombe, in the parish of St. 
Mary Church, near Torquay; St. Silas, Bristol ; Calldecott, in the parish of 
Northill, near Biggleswade; Cornforth, in the parish of Middleton, 
near Ferry-hill; Fiatree, in the parish of Witton-le-Wear, near 
Darlington, Durham; and Headley, in the parish of Kingsclere, 
near Newbury, Berkshire. Rebuilding the churches at East Acklam, 
near York; and LEdern,* near Pwilhili, Carnarvon. Enlarging, or 
otherwise increasing, the accommodation in the churches at Batheaston, near 
Bath; St. Mary-at-Arches, Exeter; Christ Church, Herne Bay, Kent ; 
Legbourne, near Louth ; Liandyfaelog, near Kidwelly, Carmarthen ; Llys-y- 
vran, near Haverfordwest ; St. Sennen, near Penzance; and Stotteaden, near 
Pewdley. The additional sittings (3739) to be provided in the above-name 
churches, except 344, are all to be free and unappropriated.

The electors to the Regius Professorship of Greek 
bave been wnable to come to any decision, neither of the four candidates 
obtaining the required majority; and itis thought that the appointment 
will now probably fall to the lot of the Chancellor, with whom the 
decision resta, if the Master of Trinity and the Vice-Chancellor are 
not agreed. Dr. Kennedy and Mr. Cope had an equal number of votes. 
Mr. William Kingdon Clifford, B.A., scholar of Trinity, Second Wrangler, 
and Second Smith's Prizeman, 1867, has been appointed Mathematical Lec- 
turer at Downing College. There are about sixty-eight candidates for the 
classical tripos examination, which begins next Monday, several of whom 
have already graduated in mathematical honours, and some half dozen of 
them as wranglers.

REMOVAL OF TWO OLD CITY CHURCHES, 


In the progressive improvement of the city of London—by the 
widening of streets and the rebuilding of particular edifices—it has 
occasionally been found expedient to take down or demolish a 
church; the requisite accommodation being, in such cases, else- 
where provided for the parishioners, by the union of parishes, or 
otherwise. The removal of a building consecrated as a church is known 
to be a very delicate matter, and has often involved in angry feeling 
those who pro such a measure. Three-and-thirty —- ago we 
remember the determined opposition to the removal of certain 
churches when it was proposed in the Court of Common Council ; 
but we as well remem Mr. Lambert Jones’s statement that the 
population of the City had, within the preceding century, de- 
creased one half, and that the number of inhabitants did mot 
exceed 53,000, for whom there were sixty-six churches, The pre- 
position was dropped, but renewed seven years later, when the 
venerable Sylvanus Urban came to the rescue, but made an unsuc- 
cessful stand against the demolition. In 1849 Wren’s Church of 
St. Bartholomew, by the Exchange, was taken down for the improve- 
ment of Threadneedle-street, and a new church was built in Moor- 
lane, Cripplegate. In 1842-4 the Church of St. Benet Fink was 
removed for the improvement in connection with the rebuilding of 
the Royal Exchange. In neither case did the City suffer any 
architectural loss. - 
Eleven years later the removal of churches took a more legitimate 
character; and in 1855 the Legislature gave its consent to a Bill for 
uniting City benefices and removing churches which were not 
need The provisions of that Act having been found imprac- 
ticable, Bishop Tait, in the year 1857, obtained the assent of Parlia- 
ment to an amending Act. Still, the delay was t; and only 
within the present month was the first church closed under the 
Bishop of London's Union of Benefices Act, which aims at a better 
employment of ecclesiastical revenues in London. ’ 
the morning of the Ist inst. a special service was held in the 
rish church of St. Mary Somerset, on the north side of Upper 
ames-street and the corner of Old Fish-street-hill. It received its 
second name from the ancient church being built near to Summer's 
Hithe, or landing-place. It is described by a contemporary as “a 
large, square, barnlike structure, with no pretension to ecclesiastical 
proprieties of any kind, and with scarcely any parishioners.” It had 
connected with it the parish of St. Mary Mounthaw and that of S:, 
Nicholas Olave, neither of whose churches was rebuilt after their 
destruction by the Great Fire of London. With the consent of all 
parties concerned, St. Mary Somerset has been closed. The 
greatest care will be taken of the remains of the dead, of 
the monuments, and of all that has become the subject of 
sacred associations. The building will be removed, and instead of 
this church another bearing its name will be erected in the thickly- 
peopled district of St. Mary, Hoxton; while the ‘spiritual wants of 
all who live in this parish will be provided for by the Rector of 
what has now become the united rectory of St. Nicholas Cole Abbey 
with St. Nicholas Olave, and S:. Mary Somerset with St. Mary 
Mounthaw ; the scheme aleo provides that the church of St. Nicholas 
Cole Abbey shall henceforward be the parish church of the united 
parishes. 
St. Mary Somerset was built, by Wren, in 1595, having 
a square tower, with eight pinnacies, 120ft. in height. Of

find that Sir John de Peyton presented to it in 1335, and 
St records a monument dated 1433.

The disposal of the remains has been discussed at 
a@ vestry meeting by the friends of the deceased, one of 
whom had resided in the immediate neighbourhood for a 
half, and another three quarters, of a century. The remains 
it is proposed to carry to Ilford Cemetery, where an inclosure 
is to be made, and the old tablets Yaid down over the 
coffins, Gilbert Ironside, Bishop of Hereford, was buried 





in St. Mary Somerset, in 1701, and it will now be necessary 
to provide for his re-interment ; he was Warden of Wadham 
College, Oxford, and was Vice-Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity in 1687, when James II. seized upon the venerable 
foundation of Magdalen College and sent his Commis- 
sioners to Oxford to expel the Fellows. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor, whose replies to the King are still preserved 
in MS. at Oxford, showed a firm and resolute spirit in 
defence of the rights of the University. With the 
Royal Commissioners, however, Dr. Ironside was not 
disposed to stand on any ceremony. They invited him 
to dine with them on the day of the Magdalen expulsion,

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MONUMENT TO THE LATE MR, SHERIDAN 
KNOWLES. 
Tne late Mr. James Sheridan Knowles, the dramatist, author of 
“Virginius,” “The Hunchback,” “The Love Chase,” “ William 
Tell,” and other highly-esteemed compositions, died some years since 
at Glasgow, and was interred in the Necropolis there. The hand- 
some monument which is shown in our Illustration has lately been 
erected over his grave, by a subscription amongst a num r of 
friends and former pupils of Mr. Knowles, who were acquainted with 
him when he was a teacher of elocution in Glasgow, and some of whom 
are now among the leading citizens of that place. The monument 
is situated on the highest part of the north end of the hill, 
and is in the form of a cenotaph. It is in the Italian style of 
architecture, and is built of fine durable sandstone, surmounted by a 
sarcophagus of grey polished Aberdeen granite. The entire height 
of this monument is upwards of 15 ft. It is about the same length 
at the base, which is 12 ft. broad, The cénotaph is enriched with 
eight pilasters, two being at each corner, These are highly deco- 
rated, and contain, surrounded by 
floral ornaments, heads of the prin- 
cipal characters in Mr, Knowles’s 
dramas, 


HOSPITAL CARRIAGES FOR 
FEVER PATIENTS. 
In the early part of last year the 
ublished letters of Sir Macdonald 
Siophencca and Dr, Horace Jeaffreson 
performed a good service in directin 
attention to the great risk to whic 
the public are daily exposed through 
the frequency with which street-cabs 
are used to convey persons ill of fever 
and smallpox to the hospitals, Since 
that time the committee of the hospital 
carriage fund, which was established 
to provide special vehicles suitable for 
that purpose, have been actively en- 
gaged in carrying out the object in 
view, so far as the amount of their 
pecuniary means would allow. The 
carriage shown in our Llustration was 
presented to the committee by the 
builders, Messrs. John Woodall and 
Son, of Orchard-street, Portman- 
square, by whom it was designed, 
under the inspection and with the 
advice of Drs. Murchison and Horace 
Jeaffreson. This carriage is made as 
much as possible to resemble a private 
brougham, but the back is made to 
open on hinges, so as to allow of the 
patient being easily put into the car-

In 
all, up to the present time, six hospital 
carriages, or ambulances, have been 
built, and are already at the disposal 
of the public, or will very shortly 
beso. The cost of each ambulance, 
complete with stretcher, mattress, and 
cushions, has been £100. Two of them 
are placed, by permission of the com- 
mittee of the London Fever Hospital, 
at a station in the grounds of that 
hospital, and can be used—one for 
smallpox and the other for fever 
cases—by any person applying there 
for them, by telegram or otherwise, 
who is willing to pay the necessary 
horse hire. In order to place the other 
four hospital carriages where the sick 
could most readily avail themselves of 
them, the committees of five of the 
mainly unendowed hospitals were com- 
municated with, and a donation of an 
ambulance was offered to them, if they 
would provide on their grounds a 
coach-house for it, and place it at the 
disposal of those patients suffering 
from fever or smallpox who might re- 

uire removal to or from the wards of 

e hospitals in question. It is satis- 
factory to know that, in four out of the 
five instances, the offers were promptly 
accepted, and the London, St. George's, 
St. Mary’s, and Middlesex Hospitals 
now have a well-constructed fever- 
ambulance to complete the efficiency 
of their organisation.

| foxes take to tree-climbing; and it wasa joke of Jem Hill’ 
when hunting the Heythrop hounds, against Harry Ayres, Lo 
Fitzhardinge’s huntsman, that the foxes in the Berkeley country 
were “of the squirrel sort.” The Shropshire foxes had once the 
same habit; and, in Mr, Smyth Owen’s time, they found three in 
one tree at Barton-on-Sales, one of which ran down the inside of the 
trank. The Cantlop fox always resided in a tree, and the huntsman 
knew almost to a yard where to go to whip him down, For 
five or six seasons he was always ‘lost near Cantlop Mill, 
as he went between the mill-wheel and the mill, and ran his 
line back when they were casting 
forward for Eaton Maskett. The 
miller honourably kept the secret of 
this vulpine hero, but he was at last 
worried to death by some unscru- 
ulous country clods. During the time 
Mtr. pe a and Will Danby hunted 
the Holderness country, the hounds 
killed twenty foxes, after splendid 
runs, in nineteen days. They killed 
them everywhere, and, not content 
with an intrusion into a celebrated 
jockey’s bed-room, they ran into 
another in the drawing-room at Sir 
Clifford Constable’s. In short, the 
housemaids of the East Riding of 
Yorkshire never knew where they had 
them. On one occasion Will was seen 
up to his waist wading for his fox in 
the German Ocean, beneath the crags 
of Skeleton Hill; and having killed 
their first fox up a tree near Grans- 
moor, the worthy master composed a 
triplet to record the event: it ran as 
follows :— 
The first we ‘ve killed in a tree, 
The second we ‘ll kill in the sea; 
That's the way it will be, 
And so the event proved. To return 
once more to our Illustration, Disap- 
ointed as most real sportsmen must 
eel at running a fox to ground instead 
of hearing the coronach “ who whoop !”

MUSIC, 


WE mentioned last week that the concert of Mr. Henry Leslie’s 
choir, on Wednesday the 13th inst., was wholly selected from the 
works of Mendelssohn, and included the music to the “ Antigone” 
of Sophocles. The composition of this music was the result of a 
desire of the late King of Prussia (a monarch of classical tastes) 
that some of the ancient Greek dramas might be brought upon the 
modern German stage. In compliance with this desire a version 
was made of Sophocles’s celebrated tragedy. The music of the 
_—— portion (the choruses) was composed by Mendelssohn ; and 

¢ play was represented for the first time at Potsdam in 1841. The 
8 was constructed according to the descriptions given by ancient 
authors, The centre was occupied by the principal actors, and 
the spaces on each side were filled by groups of persons supposed 
to be spectators, who expressed in lyric verse the feelings and 
sentiments inspired by the events which they witnessed. The imi- 
tation, no doubt, was ip a { measure conjectural, for we have 
very by “x notions about the representation of an ancient Greek 

y: to the music, it is admitted that, notwithstanding the 
quantity of learned essays on the subject, we really know nothing 
about it; and Mendelssohn, with no model to have recourse to, 
must have been guided only by his own taste and judgment, All 
that he knew was, that the noble eng of Sophocles was sung or 
declaimed by the “chorus ;” and he imagined a species of choral

But the piece was soon forgotten ; and 
Mendelssohn’s music, in as far as the public were concerned, lived 
only in the memory of a few amateurs until it was revived by 
Mr. Leslie. No attempt was made at dramatic action. A brief nar- 
rative poem (by Mr. Bartholomew, we believe) was recited, so as to 
be a link to connect the lyrical portions. The utmost care was 
bestowed by Mr. Leslie upon the performance of the choruses, The 
singers were the male voices of his choir, strongly reinforced from 
the a leper Opera, the Sacred Harmonic Society, and other 
choral ies of the metropolis, The result was a complete success. 
Mendelssohn’s d and original music was executed with precision 
and effect, and listened to by the crowded audience with the warmest 
expressions of delight. We are glad to hear that this fine perform- 
ance is to be repeated on March 13. 

The Orchestral Popular Concerts at Her Majesty's Theatre were 
brought to a close on Saturday last. The concert of that evening 
was an agreeable selection from the orchestral works of the great 
classical masters, intermingled with light and brilliant dance-music 
and a — portion than usual of vocal pieces, The orchestral 

included Mendelssohn’s overture to “Ruy Blas,’ Herold’s 
overture to “ Zampa,” the Wedding March from “A Midsummer 
Night's Dream ;” Liszt's grand fantasia on the “ Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” played by Mr. Horton ©, Allison, a young pianist of great 
merit; and Maurer’s quartet for four violins, brilliantly executed by 
Messrs. Hill, Pollitzer, Holmes, and Ralph.

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THE NEW GUILDHALL AT WALSALL, 


Tue new Guildhall or Townhall at Walsall, of 
which we give an Engraving, was formally opened 
en the first day of this year. It is the third town- 
hall that has been erected on the same site; the / 
first building dating so far back as the incorpora- = 
tion of the town in the reign of Henry ITI., and the = 

second having been built in 1734, The foundation- 

stone of the present building was laid, on July 24, 
1865, by the late Mayor, with masonic ceremony.

PEABODY-SQUARE, SHADWELL, 


THE grand gift of a quarter of a million sterling 
bestowed on the r of London by a generous 
American merchant is applied by the trustees, as 
our readers are probably aware, to the building of 
healthy and comfortable dwellings for working- 
class families, let at a cheaper rate than the 
wretched apartments for which exorbitant rents are 
too often paid in the crowded parts of this city. In 
the number of this Journal for March 10 of last 
ear we gave an Illustration of Peabody-square, 
Talington. consisting of four blocks of buildings,

five stories in height, situated in Essex-road, 
on the ground formerly called Ward’s-place, 
Lower-road, and comprising 240 separate tenements 
of one, two, or three rooms, with baths and laundries, ample supplies 
of water and gaslight, shafts for the removal of refuse, and perfect 
drainage and ventilation, at rents of 2s, 6d., 4s,, or 5s.a week. In 
Commercial-street, Spitalfields, is a similar set of dwellings, opened 
in 1864. We now present a view of Peabody-square, Shadwell, 
which has been more recently completed. The arrangement of the 
four buildings which here form the square, is similar to that adopted 
at Islington. The height, however, is greater, as here there are five 


stories of dwellings and an attic or laundry; whereas at Islington 
there are only four stories of dwellings and an attic. Each building 


is 185 ft. long by 32ft. wide, and contains forty-four tenements of 
two rooms and sixteen tenements of one room, which will be let at 
rents varying from 4s, to 23, per week. 

The wash-houses and baths on the attic floor are distributed in a 
manner somewhat different from that hitherto adopted, so as to 
afford greater accommodation to the tenants without any sacrifice 


of space. 

The buildings are situated at the east end of a large plot of 
tg which is bounded by Love-lane, High-street, Elm-row, and 
un Tavern Gap. As the two latter approaches are mean and in- 
convenient, the local Board of Works contemplate considerable im- 
provements in the neighbourhood, by which the buildings will be 
rendered more accessible from High-street, which is the principal 
thoroughfare of the district. The dimensions of the rooms, the 
water supply, and drainage are similar in all essential particulars 
to those already carried out in the buildings at Islington. 











THE FLOODS IN LINCOLNSHIRE, 
Tue floods which have prevailed in many parts of England 
since the middle of last month have been more than once 
noticed in this Journal. Some illustrations of the scenes in the 
neighbourhood of Malton, in Yorkshire, appeared in a recent 
Number. But perhaps there is no district which has been more 
severely visited by the late inundations than the low-lying parts of the 
county of Lincoln, extending far around the shores of the Wash and 
a considerable distance inland ; though nowhere has the science of 
artificial land drainage been applied on a larger scale, or during a 
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longer period of time. Some of the great works existing there date 
their origin from the reign of Elizabeth, when engineers were 
brought from Flanders and Holland specially to direct and super- 
intend their construction. Now, however, these arrangements do 
not seem to be equal to the emergency of a wet season. The East 
and West Fens, lying some miles north of the town of Boston, and 
intersected by a series of artificial water-courses which com- 
municate with the River Witham, have for weeks been 
under water; and farming operations, over thousands of acres 
of corn land, have thus been rendered abortive. A local paper 
remarks :—“ The consequences to many of the occupiers will be 
fearfully calamitous. Most of the autumn-sown corn must 
inevitably perish, and the now submerged lands, even if they can be 
sufficiently drained by the spring, which is very doubtful, will then 
have to be re-ploughed and re-sown, and a double charge for culti- 
vation will be thrown on the produce of a single crop. Nor is this 
the least evil; the lands, from being so long under water, will 
necessarily lose so much of their natural or imparted power of pro- 
duction, that it will be long before they are restored to their late 
fertile condition. Of this state of things, the farmers, most of whom 
are men of energy, skill, and enterprise, grievously complain ; and, 
whether rightly or wrongly, with great unanimity attribute their 
heavy losses to the unnatural and defective state of the drainage: 
and they inquire, almost despairingly, when will it be improved ?” 
To explain this question it may be stated that the River Witham— 
which nses below Grantham, turning to the south-east at the city 
of Lincoln, flows to Boston, and into the Wash—is the natural outlet 
for the drainage of this vast district. The increasing shallowness 
of the Wash, and the vast accumulations of sand opposite the 
mouth of the river, almost seal it up and obstruct the discharge of 


the waters so much, that extraordinary accumulations in the 
Fens or the low-lying lands cannot make their way to sea. 


scheme was proposed some years ago for deepening the 
channel through which the waters of the Witham escape into the 
open sea, by confining them on each side between high banks, car- 
ried out from the shore some distance across the sands to deep water ; 
the force of the current would thus be augmented, and the bottom 





of the channel scoured to a greater depth, and a vast area of ground 
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now covered by the Wash might be inclosed, and so 

reclaimed for cultivation. If this project could be 

put im execution, both in the case of the 

estuary of the Witham and in that of the Welland, 

which meet each other nearly at right angles, it is 

more than probable that the combined mass of their 

waters would clear away a great portion of the sand- 

banks, which are so serious a danger to navigation 

and such a complete impediment to a perfect 

system of drainage. At the same time, the extent of 
new land which might thus be gained from the sea, 

with that to be recovered by a similar operation on 

the southern shore of the Wash, would realise the 
grand idea of Sir John Rennie, who contemplated 

the formation of a new shire, which, in honour of 
her Majesty, he proposed to name Victoria County: 
this would include some 30,000 acres now half re- 
claimed between the coasts of Lincolnshire and 
Norfolk, These, however, are but advantages 
incidental to a measure primarily intended to 
facilitate the discharge of the surface waters of 
the Lincolnshire Fens through the mouth of the 
River Witham. The county of Lincoln has 
long been known for the high state of its agri- 

cultural operations, and nowhere can be found a 
race of men more able to improve or reclaim land, 
and to bring it into a farming profit. Ihe question 
may then fairly be asked, why it is that this double 
advantage is not at once taken hold of—the Fens 
perfectly drained, and the half-submerged foreshore 
brought into cultivation? The urgency of some such 
improvement is shown by the deplorable scenes of 
which two Illustrations are given in this weck’s 
Paper. One is a view of the flood at New Leake, 
spreading far and wide on each side of the raised 
dykes between which the water is ordinarily re- 
stricted. The other represents the scene at East- 
villeya small village or hamlet in the same neigh- 
bourhood, situated on the East Lincolnshire Rail- 
way, twelve miles from Boston. The numerous 
mounds of earth, or “ graves,” which here appear above the water 
are those heaped up over the winter stores of mangold wurtzel, 
turnips, or other roots, thus preserved for the feeding of cattle, but 
which appear now to be frequented by myriads of seafowl.

The heart-sickness of deferred hope has doubtless tempted some to break 
the Act of Uniformity at their harvest festivals, and Bishops to wink at the 
irregularity ; but it is hard for the parishioners of those who have scruples 
in thus cutting the knot to be debarred from expressing their thankfulness 
in suitable words of prayer and praise.

Shorthorns had no more devoted lover than the late Lord 
Feversham.

No one could manage 
the refractory bulls as she could; and it was a grand treat to sit 
down in the lodge and draw her out, when she had become old, 
about her deep Jove for “ Young Grazier” and the cows of her buxom 
womanhood, “fine, roomy yans” (as she always put it). The late 
Lord was a purchaser both at Kirklerington and Tortworth. He was 
a Bates man to the very core ; and when he presided at the Willis’s 
Rooms sale of the Duchesses he rather forgot Prince Imperial’s share 
of the matter, and rode his hobby a little too hard. He very much 
improved the milking quality of his tribes with First and Second 
Cleveland Lad, and at Tortworth he gave 300 gs. for Fifth Duke of 
Oxford, then a six months’ calf, and 120 gs. for his half-brother, 
Glo’ster. The former won the first Royal aged-bull prize, thanks to 
his fine handling, at Chester; and Glo’ster, after having been twice 
second to Mr. Richard Booth’s Windsor, won a head prize at Paris. 
These were not their only prizes, and Skyrocket was also at the head 
of a very large Royal class at Leeds, He was a bull with greater bulk 
and less fn te and was ultimately presented by his Lordship to the 
Leeds Soup-Kitchen during the recent distress. At Lady Pigot’s sale 
his Lorship purchased that beautiful prize cow Pride of Southwicke 
(100 gs.), and sent her, a perfect model of fitness both in her coat 
and her udder, to take the first cow prize at the Yorkshire show in 
1865. He also exhibited other females from time to time, and had a 
very good prize heifer, Princess, at the last Smithfield Club show; 
but, although she was expected to win the cup for the best female 
by all who had seen her, Mr. Stratton was too strong in his entries, 
and she was only second in her class. His Lordship was not a great 

Christmas shower ; but his cow Jenny Lind, in 1850, took a Smithfield 
first against all breeds. Societies of this sort have lost in hima 
very firm friend. He attended their committees and dinners, and 
was always judicious and cautious in his suggestions, and kind and 
considerate in his way of differing from anyone. He had acted both 
as president of the Royal Agricultural Society and of the Smithfield 
Club; and, in a less conspicuous way, he may very well be ranked 
with the late Duke of Richmond and Earl Spencer. 

Professor Hallen, the successor of the late Professor Dick as 
Principal of the Edinburgh Veterinary College, has resigned his 
office, after a very brief tenure. It seems that he had long held an 
appointment in India, and that he is required to go there and 
complete his period of service. A recent number of the Veterinarian 
mentioned that Professor Dick, in his last illness, specially named 
the man whom he wished to succeed him ; and that wish ought cer- 
tainly to have some weight with the Edinburgh Town Council, who 
have the making of the appointment.

THE NEW LAW COURTS DESIGNS, 

THE designing of a building, to cover about eight acres of ground, 
to meet the thousand requirements, present and p’ ive, of our 
chief courts of justice, and to be an embellishment to the metropolis, 
was the hardest problem ever proposed to British architects. Yet 
nearly all the eleven designs now on view at New-square appear to 
guarantee a more successful result than that promised by any of the 
designs exhibited at the Westminster Palace, which ——— ~ 
n the 
present competition the arrangements for the conduct of the com- 
licated business of the courts are of paramount importance ; but it 
i ——— within our limited space, to attempt 
the multifarious considerations which should de- 
termine the preference of the judges. At most, we can 
only give a general idea of external characteristics. It must 
suffice to say that, if not superior in all their details, —s 

the plans which commend themselves by clearness in their gene’ 
distribution of the masses interiorly are those of Messrs. E. M. 
Barry, Burges, Lockwood, Scott, and Waterhouse. Mr. Lockwood's 
plan seems to be eminently business-like and convenient, with every 
provision for lighting and ventilation; but, though sufficiently 
simple for easy comprehension, it would demand more space than 
we can spare to clearly describe. Mr. Barry provides convenient 
communication with all the courts from a contained streetlike 
avenue round three sides of the oblong outer block, and from an inner 
quadrangle. Mr. Waterhouse has a long central hall or avenue, 
with two parallel avenues, setting off the Courts of Common Law 
on one side, and those of Equity on the other. Mr. Scott devises a 
series of squares, or so ed “circles,” separating the different 
classes of courts and offices, after the manner of the Paris Universal 
Exhibition. Some of the designs have an intricate system of cor- 
ridors, which would be difficult to light, ventilate, and comprehend. 

All the competitors have chosen to work in the Gothic style, and 
for obvious reasons. There are in the Strand no surrounding 
structures of great prominence, as at Trafalgar-square, with which 
a Gothic building would be glaringly out of harmony; especially if 
Temple Bar were Gothicised, or rather substituted by a Gothic 
bridge, as proposed; though we should prefer to see a subway pro- 
vided, and the historic but obstructive gateway removed and placed 
as an entrance to the Temple or the new street which is to lead down 
to the embankment, Gothic is, more intimately than the Classic 
or Italian styles, associated with those periods of national life when 
the foundations of the present great structure of law were laid. 
Above all, Gothic is the easiest style in which to design, for it has 
an elasticity eminently suitable for facilitating complexity in 
construction. 

At the same time, we rather think some of the architects, parti- 
cularly Messrs, Seddon, Abrahams, and Burges, have selected too 
early or severe a type of the style, with the attendant disadvan- 
tages of heaviness of anpent and insufficiency of lighting. The 
enormous tower of the first-named architect, consisting of innu- 
merable stories, if impressive for bulk, is certainly not an attractive 
feature. Mr. Abrahams’ design is harmonious, and has dignified 
massiveness, but in its somewhat squat effect reminds one of a me- 
dizval French chateau, or even prison. Mr. Burges’s castellated 
structure is —— effective, and even grand in a remarkable 
degree, but a feudal fortress, and on this account, as well as 
in other respects, seems to exceed, or not exactly conform to, the 
stated requirements. A more developed style, besides some advan- 
tages in point of art, would not needlessly suggest how much of 
English law has its origin in the feudal system. Mr. Scott’s able 
design seems slightly flat, and to want something of unity, and even 
lightness, especially if the sculpture were omitted. The treatment, 
however, displays vigour and power of free adaptation in the details 
(especially of the hall interiors, which have a certain classic sym- 
metry and ), notwithstanding that the masses appear a little 
rigid; and the Strand facade is, we think, needlessly divided into a 
central and two less-happy lateral masses. That the occasion is one, 
as suggested by Mr. Scott and some other competitors, when (as in 
all great public buildings) the sister arts of —— and mural- 

ainting should be associated, we have more than once argued. 

r. Deane has divided his composition more than any other com- 

titor—till he has a group of slightly scattered though related 

Puildings. Thus are attained lightness and picturesqueness of effect ; 
but it may be contended that the first great advantage offered—the 
opportunity of adding to the — one single edifice of imposing 
magnitude that shall not be like many others, dwarfed into insig- 
nificance by our monster railway stations and hotels—is partially 
sacrificed. Mr. Street’s design is in the rather severe and inflexible 
manner that might be expected from that able and conscientious 
artist, and has the merits, and also, as some think, the defects, in- 
cidental to a style which seems not to admit of adequate expansion. 
Masses of some monotony, if not of ascetic plainness, are relieved 
by ornamented features and details of considerable though church- 
like picturesqueness. Mr. Waterhouse’s more saliently-picturesque 
design is not unworthy the architect of the Assize Courts, Manchester, 
the finest law courts in England. The chief objection to be made is 
to the number and rather dominating effect of his lofty trunk- 
headed towers and a roofs, — probably in the 
perspective shown. But Mr. Waterhouse has again evinced in an 
eminent manner his intelligent conception of modern wants, and 
the unlimited elasticity of Gothic in the large windows he has pro- 
vided for supplying abundant light. His inclined — for the use of 
the judges is also an admirable contrivance. Mr. Lockwood's design 
will surprise even the admirers of his admirable Inns of Court Hotel. 
It is light and graceful, yet simple and strong. The masses are dis- 
posed with the finest sense of balance and harmony; and the orna- 
mentation, if somewhat profuce, is distributed with perfect 
taste. His central hall derives its “motive” from Westminster Hall ; 
but the adaptation is certainly artistic and can scarcely be consi- 
dered illegitimate. The general character of the architecture ac- 
cords sufficiently with the uses of the building. If his utilitarian 
a are deemed satisfactory (and of these we have already 
recorded our opinion), no competitor better deserves success on 
wsthetic grounds, Mr. Barry, also, has acquitted himself well in a 
design, admirable in general effect and rich in its details, 
The dome shows how that magnificent feature of any building may 
be assimilated toGothic. Mr. R. Brandon has sent a most elaborate 
and beautiful design with spires, campanile, and turrets, on which 
ornate decorations are profusely lavished. But the whole has an 
ecclesiastical rather than a secular air ; and an exact reproduction in 
the central hall of the nave of Westminster Abbey seems to be inap- 
propriate, and not the only borrowed portion. Mr. Garling’s merito- 
rious Gothic design fills and satisfies the eye at first glance in a no- 
table manner, owing to the contrast it presents to most of the other 
designs in the lofty, long, and almost unbroken skyline of its facade 
and the impression of largeness and repose thus conveyed. Whether 
or not a sense of monotony is at the same time awakened must be 
decided according to individual taste. For our , we think the 
design exactly suited to the purposes of the building, and the only 
one which quite clearly and uninterruptedly conveys the idea of a 
Palace of Justice. It is certainly distinguished by sufficient ori- 
ginality and compact interdependence in its parts to redeem it from 
streetlike sameness. The same architect’s alternative “ Italian” 
design (still Gothic in spirit) appears to us inferior.

FINE ARTS, 


WE hear with considerable surprise that it is proposed shortly to 
institute an inquiry into the causes of the lamentable state of the 

in the Westminster Palace, especially those in the Poets’ or 
Upper Waiting Hall. What new facts, we would ask, are there 
which give promise of any satisfactory result io such inquiry? 
Have we not already had a Parliamentary Committee cnet ap- 
pointed for the same purpose, and have not the causes of the decay 
entirely baffled their researches, though assisted by the evidence of 
some of the best chemists of the day? Have not a large proportion 
of the modern frescoes in Germany and France faded and decayed 
in a manner similar to our own? What other inference can be 
drawn than that arrived at long ago, which is that fresco is not 
adapted for a humid northern climate,-or an atmosphere char 
with gaseous and impure exhalations, Fresco has been discarded by 
all the artists recently engaged at Westminster ; but sufficient time 
has not elapsed to test the value of the water-glass they have 
substituted. 

That the ~ inquiry would be utterly futile no well-informed 
person can doubt. But the subject naturally leads us to offer a few 
remarks on a debate in the House last Monday touching an additional 
remuneration of £600 to Mr. Cope for his pictures in the Peers’ corridor. 
Avarpes of this “small item,” Mr. Osborne thought fit to say that 
he “ always resisted the abominable uses to which the walls of 
the Houses had been put with respect to frescoes.” And he further 
alluded to “the follies perpetrated on the walls as dropping from 
them for shame.” Now, we have no hesitation in saying that more 
“abominable ” and “ foolish” observations on the unlucky subject 
of art were never uttered, even in the House of Commons. We 
firmly believe that in any other assemblage of educated gentlemen 
in Europe the “ perpetrator” of such outrages on taste would 
have been hooted into silence, if not “shame.” Mr. Osborne so 
insensible to the high merit and so totally ignorant of the 
educational and national value of mural painting that he includes 
the works of Mr. Maclise, Mr. Dyce, and . Herbert in the 
same sweeping and insolent denunciation? Mr. Cope’s paintings 
are at least respectable ; but even if they were absolute failures the 
artist has surely performed his contract with a self-sacrificing devotion 
which might at all events have conciliated the courtesy due to 
good intentions. Moreover, Mr, Osborne had not the smallest 
right to dispute the claim.

But—and this, 
we think, is one of the most dis: ful instances on record of the 
shabbiness of Government in dealing with artists engaged on public 
works—Mr. Maclise has only received the original £3500 for his vast 
and noble Waterloo picture! though the augmented sum was paid 
for the recently-finished companion-picture of “The Death of 
Nelson.” We need hardly say that the plain meaning of the recom- 
mendations of the ’64 Commissioners was that the artists should be 
paid retrospectively, as well as prospectively. Any other interpreta- 
tion would be absurdly unjust; and the ments to Mr, Herbert 
(who undertook the “ Moses” many years before Mr. Maclise accepted 
his commission) and to Mr. Cope prove the correctness of the 
inference, The recommendations of the Commission were not, how- 
ever, thought binding by the late Government, who, we are bound to 
say, com very disadvantageously with the present in liberality 
as several national art-interests which will occur to the 
reader. Moreover, Mr. Herbert has received £1800 for, as we 
understand, three sketches for future subjects; whilst Mr, 
Maclise has executed three highly-finished drawings of pict

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Tyndall’s eighth lecture on Vibratory Motion and 
Sound, given on Thursday week, was principally devoted to the study of 
longitudinal vibrations and the sounds emitted by them. Transversal! vibra- 
tions were produced by drawing a fiddle-bow across a tuning-fork, string, 
plate, rod, or bell ; but longitudinal ones by drawing a bow or resined cloth 
along the string, &c. It was stated that the former vibrations are sustained 
by the tension of the string, but the latter by its elasticity. As this elasticity 
is much more powerful than any force usually employed to stretch a string, 
it causes more rapid vibrations, and, consequently, emits much higher notes ; 
and a glass rod may be broken into rings by their violent action. In a series 
of experiments, Professor Tyndall showed that in longitudinal vibrations the 
string or rod can vibrate as a whole, or civide itself into ventral segments, 
separated by nodes; that the elasticity is greater in some substances than 
in others; that the note from a rod of deal is higher than that 
from one of oak; the note from an iron higher than one from a brass wire 
of the same length ; that the pitch of different rods of the same material is 
inversely as the length of the rods, &c. He also, after exhibiting the phe- 
nomena of the polarisation of light by plates of tourmaline and Iceland spar, 
showed the peculiar optical effects produced from the temporary crystalline 
structure conferred upon glass by longitudinal vibrations when the glass is 
in a state of tension—a beam of light revealing its molecular condition. The 
lecture was concluded with the production of the augmentation of sound 
termed “ resonance.” When a tuning-fork was excited on an open jar the 
tone was largely increased ; more especially when water was poured into the 
jar till the column of air which corresponded with the note of the fork was 
formed. The depth of the tone of violins, harps, &c., is attributed to the 
resonance of the cavities beneath the strings. 

Professor Tyndall, in his ninth lecture, on Tuesday last, resumed his 
illustrations of resonance, or the reinforcement of musical sounds, show- 
ing that when a column of air within a cylindrical jar vibrates in the 
same time as a tuning-fork above it, the sound of the fork is greatly 
augmented; adding that this occurs when the jar has a depth equal to one 
fourth of the length of the sonorous wave generated by the fork. He then 
proceeded to consider the resonance of tubes, and to unfold the principles of 
organ-pipes, closed and open ; in which a column of air is the vibrating body, 
the sound being produced by forcing a current through a thin slit upon a 
cutting edge. Out of the flutter thus occasioned the tube selects its own 
especial note. The professor, after stating that when an open pipe sounds its 
deepest note the centre is a place of no motion, proved it by means of two ex- 
periments devised by Hopkins and Pouillet; and he also showed that an open 

pipe emits a note which is the octave of a closed pipe of the same length, and 
that in the case of both open and closed pipes the pitch is inversely as the 
length. A closed pipe also divides itself into vibrating segments, and when 
blown into strongly its enharmonics or overtones are produced. Vibrating reeds 
and metallic tongues were next considered, and their e:ployment in the con- 
struction of the harmonica and concertina explained. Their principle is that 
of the syren, the cutting up a current of air into puffs, examples being given 
by a split straw, &c. In conclusion, the professor referred to the effects pro- 
duced by associating vibrating tongues or reeds with organ-pipes, most 
peculiar sounds being generated by the experimental illustrations. 


Mr, Cromwell F, Varley, at the evening meeting on Friday, 
the 15th inst., gave a discourse on the Atlantic Telegraph, largely illustrated 
by experiments, diagrams, and various specimens of the cables (among 
which was a piece of the cable of 1865, recovered from a depth of 2000 
fathoms) lent by the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company. 
After a few prefatory remarks on the discoveries of Professors Faraday and 
Thomson relating to electric conduction and induction, and the laws derived 
from them, and a description of the submarine cable, which was compared 
to an immense Leyden jar, Mr. Varley exhibited his ingenious apparatus, 
representing two cables ; one being an exact electrical copy of the present 
Atlantic cable, the other equal to a cable 13,000 miles in length. In the latter 
were inserted reflecting galvanometers at the distant end, and nine inter- 
mediate stations, which, to impress the mind, were named Gibraltar, Malta, 
Suez, Aden, Bombay, Calcutta, Rangoon, Singapore, Java, and Austrafia. 
Each of these stations was represented on a screen by a disk of reflected light. 
On applying the battery in England the instrument at Gibraltar was almost 
instantly put in motion; Malta quickly responded; but Australia did not 
move sensibly till after ten seconds. When the cable had become 
ch: battery was taken off in England, and the cable con- 
nected with the earth, a violent return of electricity was indi- 
cated by the reflecting galvanometers, the direction of the current 
changing at Gibraltar, &c. The operation of discharging the line was 
thus beautifully shown by the motion of the disks of light. This artificial 
line consisted of a series of resistance-coils, and ten immense condensers, each 
having more than 1000 square feet of surface. These condensers could be applied 
to or removed from the circuit by the motion of a handle. When they 
were removed the inductive capacity of the line was removed also; which, 
it was said, was equivalent to lifting the cable out of the sea and suspending 
it on poles a mile above the earth. In respect to the velocity of the electric 
current, Mr. Varley showed that, after the lapse of a definite period for 
each cable, it began to augment in power rapidly, and sensibly and gradually 
approached, but never absolutely attained, the full force which the battery 
could generate. In answer to the question, ** How long is electricity reach- 
ing half or a quarter its maximum strength ?"” Mr. Varley showed, by means 
of the Australian cable, that seventcen seconds elapsed before the current 
reached oe of its maximum ; twenty-six seconds before it reached 
the half ; forty seconds before it reached three fourths of its maximum. 
It took a much longer time for the cable to discharge itself before 
a second impulse could be distinctly produced at the distant end. 
By means of Geisler tubes, connected with the earth and the distant end of 
the cable, Mr. Varley was able to show the comparative length of time 
required for the progress of the current through a cable suspended in the air 
and in one submerged in the sea, and aleo the time occupied in discharging 
the line when connected with the earth ; and he exhibited an apparatus for 
producing earth-currents similar to those experienced in long lines, and also 
showed in actien his apparatus for cutting off this serious source of dis- 
turbance.
